The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons. The inventions lack a 
special technical feature because the antibody of claim 34 appears to have been known 
in the art. The Business Wire reference discloses the antiCD20 antibody AME-133 
which is produced by AME (the same company as the applicant of the instant invention 
as disclosed on parent PCT US04/15786, see 371 documents filed in the instant 
application). Said antibody appears to have the same properties as the claimed 
antibodies (see page 2 wherein said antibody is a humanized optimized antiCD20 
antibody with superior affinity and killing of tumor cells in comparison to RITUXAN). The 
amino acid sequence of said antibody is an inherent property of said antibody. 

2. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to fonn a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 

a) Any one of the particular antibodies recited in the claims (if group I or II is 
elected above).
